Teaching kids to read and write 'quickly.'

So, it says that we recognise the words by the start and the end of the 
word, this means we could teach children to read the words in the 



beginning and the end, and then do the middle bits later. 



I imagine it would go a little like in a sentence, so, the children can see 
the next word from the corner of their eyes or periphery and put the 
letters into the word as they go, of course. 

Then there is the interesting development of 'texting.' this is where the 
person will send a message without any vowels into the cell of another 
person, and they will be able to read it. seeing as how this is quite 
common with the youth, maybe we could dabble a little bit in this too? i 
mean, taking these messages from higher grades, and then trying to read 
them, of course. 

So, learning the start and end phonetic sounds and leaving the middle of 
the word blank, maybe with a picture, could help kids learn to read! 



Teaching kids to write faster. 

So, we know how they will read, and it is is important to read before you write, but, how will we 
teach kids to write faster? 

If we were to teach them with pictures, they could start by writing the first and last letter of the 
word, as they did with reading, then working out the middle bits, this will lend a little bit of spelling 
as the phonetic sounds they use will mean they will be able to sound out the middle of the word. 

For example, "cat." they could say; c * t and then figure out the letter in the middle, this might take 
a little longer, but it is like learning your times tables parrot fashion or learning actually how to 
count, yes? 

Then we could also try to first teach them the numbers - how to spell them, of 
course, this will be the words they are most familiar with, the sounds, of course, 
then, we can simply teach them from the numbers one to twenty, as a good starting 
point. 

Of course, we could try to teach them small words first, with pictures, of course, 
maybe we could teach them spelling by using sentences right from the beginning? 
this would lead to hyphenated type words becoming easier to do in parts, for 
example, they could learn the word "because" by learning it "be" "cause," so they 
will know the meaning of the word too. this is better than learning it like one word 
that is complicated, yes? 

Then, they could also learn that vowels go before pauses, this would be like saying 
"hello," pausing to change your syllable sound on each vowel, as we do, like each 
syllable has a vowel in it? 

Another fact to consider is that children like to write about their families, if this was 
to be factored into the learning process, they would pay attention and try hard. 

Writing in sentences must come soon, but, then there is grammar, if you want to 
teach the children grammar, you need to teach them the difference between a noun, 
a verb and a adjective, among others, this can be done later in school after they 
know how the words work, yes? 




If we were to teach children some simple 'sounds' like "sh" and "ex," we could speed 
up the learning process better, i suggest they first learn the phonetics, then the "sh" 
and "ex" type parts of words, of course. 

Also, one should not forget the fact that everyone never forgets things - they just 
step aside for fresh thoughts, if one was to want to get a 'picture' of the letters of 
the word in their mind, they would only need to see that word once, as, like i said, 
we never forget. 

But, how do we remember how to spell words like this? if it makes sense due to 
syllables and it makes sense due to 'pause points,' then how could it not make 
sense to remember it immediately? 

I suggest that as children learn words, they see the word once, then write it out 
about ten times, this will make a bigger memory segment for a learning mind, as 
the memory will be prolonged - the scene, it is like watching a movie that is long - 
you will remember certain segments of it no matter how old you are. maybe they 
should write it out twenty times, or more? the longer the scene created with the 
word, as a first impression, will remove all noise from the memory - as if you know 
anything about 'interference,' you will know that interruptions with your first 
impression could be bad for your memory of it.
